Administration complicity in the alleged misdeeds, though he a 
hinted that there may have been Administration pressures not to ———7 
investigate in some cases. Nor was he willing to share any of 
_the evidence he has collected.

- Lugar's staff has promised to investigate the allegations 
on their own, in order to determine whether they have any merit 
and whether a hearing is warranted, within the next two weeks. 
initial plans are to inguire with the FBI and the CIA. The 
“staff -is anxious not to provide Kerry with a vehicle for 
publicizing his viewpoint, and also wants to avoid interferins 
-. in ongoing investigations, but believes that the issue cannot 
— simply be ducked. :
